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Aruba Breaks Tourism Records and Projects Strong Visitor Numbers for 201 1 

Island Reports Over Five Percent Increase in Stay-Over Visitors for January 201 1 

New York, NY (April 4, 201 1 )- Aruba, One happy island, has announced that tourism to the 
S is off to a strong start in 201 1 , with a 5.2 percent increase in visitors in January 201 11 
compared to the same period in 2010, allowing the island to break their January 2008 record 
(71,262 stay-over visitors) as they welcomed 74,965 visitors in January 2011. 

An increase in bookings for the first quarter from the North American market, compared to 
the same period last year, is also anticipated. Additionally, improved air service from the 
Canadian market and generally positive market conditions indicate that visitor numbers from 
Canada will continue to increase. 

"The island of Aruba is proud to announce such strong tourism arrivals for the start of 201 11 , 
especially since the effects of the recession are still being felt in many key markets, said 
Ronella Tjin Asjoe - Croes, CEO of the Aruba Tourism Authority. "We are working hard to 
attract visitors to the island through high-profile events - including our upcoming Soul Beach 
Music Festival, second annual Aruba International Film Festival and our first ever fashion 
week, Aruba In Style." 

In 2010 Aruba experienced an overall increase in visitor arrival numbers of 1 .48 percent 
when compared to 2009. Aruba's top three markets accounted for 80.85 percent of the total 
visitors and the USA remained the largest visitor generating market with a 64.96 percent 
market share, followed by Venezuela (11.01 percent) and the Netherlands (4.90 percent).

NEW YORK NY (February 1 0, 201 1 ) - Dive into the crystal clear waters of Aruba and 
experience 'what Scuba Zing magazine recently recognized as the No. 1 wreck diving 
and N advanced diving destination in the Caribbean. With more than 2 dive si es 
and over 8 shipwrecks to explore, including the largest in the Canbbear . the AntU a 
German freighter, Aruba has something to offer divers of all ages and skill levels In 
adE to the allure of these fascinating ship wrecks, divers are drawn to the island 
by its diverse marine life, made up of creatures of all shapes, sizes and colors. 

Schools of snappers and grunt fish are common to Aruba and a variety of -fish admired 
for their beauty can also be found among the abundant coral reefs, including the regal 
Seen Angelfish, the equally colorful, but diminutive Damselfish and t he ,b ue .-colored 
Parrotfish! who are particularly friendly to visiting snorkelers at De Palm Island. The 
waters su rounding Aruba are also home to an array of octopus species such as the 
Caribbean Two-Spot Octopus, Atlantic Pygmy Octopus and Caribbean Reef Octopus, 
which can be found among the coral reefs or burrowing among the rocks. 

With scuba sites ranging from beginner to advanced levels, divers of all skill sets can 
experience Aruba's undersea world. 

Below is a guide to some of Aruba's top scuba diving sites: 

. ANTILLA WRECK (60') - This famous wreck of a World War II German freighter 
fe located on the North West coast of Malmok beach. One of the largest wrecks 
in the Caribbean (400 ft.), the ship is covered by giant ruby sponges and coral 
formations, and is surrounded by lobsters and a variety of tropical fish. 

. JANE SEA FREIGHTER WRECK (30'-90') - This dive initiates on the Barcadera 
reef and gradually descends to the Jane Sea wreck. One of the most fascinating 
wreck dive experiences available, the Jane Sea freighter stands up-ngh so 
divers can plunge past the depths of the ship's hulls and cabins where sea fans 
and brain coral have made a living totem to the undersea world. 

. mai MO K REEF & DEBBIE H (70') - Located about 2 miles off the North West 
coast of Aruba, the Malmok Reef is known for its wildly spread leaf and brain 



corals, lobsters, stingrays, and giant barrel sponges in purples, oranges and 
greens. In 1992, the Debbie II, a 120 ft fuel barge was sunk as an additional 
attraction where schools of fish and barracudas often gather. 

• PEDERNALES WRECK (35") - A beginner's paradise about 1 mile west of Palm 
Beach, this dive offers a combination of large pieces of an oil tanker that was 
torpedoed during World War II spread out between coral formations. This area 
is home to lobsters, groupers and a large number of angelfish. 

. RENAISSANCE AIRPLANES (40'-80') -This dive site, located on Renaissance reef 
is home to two sunken airplanes. The older of the two, the Convair 400, lies in 
about 80 ft of water, and the newer YS-11, a former Air Aruba plane, lies in 40 
ft of water. A variety of marine life makes their home in the airplanes, which 
are surrounded by a colorful array of coral. 

• DE PALM SLOPE (1 5-1 20') - This beautiful reef is located right along side De 
Palm island. The magnificent coral formations sloping to great depths allow 
divers to take advantage of this interesting drift dive. It is accessible from 
shore (De Palm Island) or by boat. 

• MANGEL HALTO REEF (1 1 0') - Named "Mangel Halto" because of the 
Mangroves surrounding the nearby beach, this dive provides a memorable 
experience. A pronounced slope from 15ft down to 110ft gives divers the 
opportunity to admire a myriad of coral combinations. All types of marine life 
can be found in this area, from deep-water gorgonians, sea anemones, tube 
and vase sponges to octopus, seahorses and yellow tails. 

• CABEZ REEF (50') - This dive site is located at the tip of Aruba's east coast. 
Rough seas and strong currents make this a dive for advanced shore divers only. 
Large schools of barracuda, amberjacks and rainbow runners along with sting 
ray and other tropical fish make this one of the most exhilarating dives on the 
island. 

• ARASHI REEF (35'-40") - Located just half a mile off Arashi Beach, this site is a 
fascinating reef for beginners. The area is home to brain coral, large star corals 
and many sea fans, as well as parts of a sunken Lockheed Lodestar, which are 
scattered at about 35 feet below the sea. 

• TUGBOAT WRECK (40'-90') - This wreck is located about 2 miles South West of 
the Oranjestad harbor. A gradual slope brings the diver through magnificent 
formations of hard and soft coral to an old pilot boat. Green moray eels and 
French angelfish are often spotted at this site, as well as occasional stingrays 
and spotted eagle rays, which can be seen close by. This thrilling dive also 
offers the opportunity to come face-to-face with two green moray eels that 
"guard" the boat.

Eddie Palmieri - Grammy Award winning Puerto Rican pianist, bandleader and musician, 
Palmieri is best known for combining jazz piano and instrumental solos with Latin 
rhvthms He won two Grammys for the recordings of Palo Pa Rumba and So/ito. Palrmen 
currently continues to be actively involved with music. He formed a new band, La 
Perfecta II, with whom he recorded the CD Ritmo Caliente (Hot Rhythm). 

Candy Dulfer - Dutch smooth jazz alto saxophonist, Dulfer began playing at the age of six. 
She founded her band, Funky Stuff, when she was fourteen years old Her debut album 
Saxuality (1990) received a Grammy Award nomination. Dulfer has released nine studio 



albums, two live albums, and one compilation album. She has performed and recorded 
songs with other notable musicians, such as her father Hans Dulfer, Prince, Dave Stewart, 
Rene Froger, Van Morrison, and Maceo Parker. She hosts the Dutch television series Candy 
meets... (2007), in which she interviews fellow musicians. 

Richard Bona - Prominent jazz bassist and musician, Bona's first solo album, Scenes from 
MyUfe, was released in 1999. He has also been prominently featured in Jaco Pastonu Big 
Band albums, as well as many other albums by various top-tier jazz musicians. In 2005 
Bona reSed his fourth album Tiki, which included collaboration with John Legend on 
one track, entitled "Please Don't Stop." He currently holds a professorship of music at New 
York University. 

Raul Midon - Singer-songwriter and guitarist, Midon combines his distinct voice 
strumming, beats, and vocal mouth trumpet sounds to create a one-man pe, rformance^ His 
style shows influences of a variety of genres, including jazz, blues, R&B and folk In 
March 2009, Midon began working with Grammy Award winning producer, Larry Klein on 
his latest album "Synthesis" for the Universal Decca Label.

North Sea Jazz Festival created by Paul Ackett, taking place in the Netherlands in the 
summer The annual Aruba Jazz a Latin Music festival, which took place from 1986 until 
2001 , can be viewed as a predecessor of the Caribbean Sea Jazz Festival.
